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REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 


Collection Statement (page 19). 

1. The arrears on the Collection Rentals, which amounted to 59,241 1. 16s. 1 d. on 
31st March 1904, were further reduced during the year 1904-5, and stood at 
54,720 1. 5s. 9 d. on 31st March 1905, being 13*4 per cent, of the total sum receivable in 
the year. The steady diminution of the arrears, which were 33‘8 per cent, of the 
amount collectible in 1889, and 15*6 per cent, in 1897-8, has therefore been 
maintained. 


Capital Liabilities in respect of Advances, 6fc. (page 20). 

2. The capital liabilities of the Irish Church Fund have, in the year to 31st March 
1905. been reduced from 5,271,500/. to 4,921,500/. The balance of 200,000/. of the loan 
created under the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882 (45 & 46 Viet. c. 47), was paid off 
in the year, the liability of the fund under that Act being extinguished ; and the sum 
of 150,000/. was also paid in reduction of the debt of 1,271,500/., due under the Relief 
of Distress (Ireland) Acts, 1880, being the first repayment under these Acts. As stated 
in previous Reports, these figures are exclusive of the annuities of 20,000/. payable to 
the Royal University of Ireland, under the Royal University of Ireland Act, 1881, 
and of 70,000/. payable to the Department of Agriculture under the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. 

Relief of Distress ( Ireland ) Acts , 1880 (page 20). 

3. The balance outstanding on 31st March 1905, on account of advances made to 
the Commissioners of Public Works under the Relief of Distress (Ireland) Acts, 1880 
(43 Viet. c. 4, and 43 & 44 Viet. c. 14), was 335,735/. 0s. 9d., of which 6,23S/. Is. 9 d. is 
stated to be regarded as irrecoverable. The arrears on these Loans on 31st March 1905 
amounted to 11,766/. 8s. 3 d., as mentioned in paragraph 5 of my Report on the Appro- 
priation Account of the Vote for the Public Works Office, Ireland (Class II., Vote 381 
1904-5. 


Arrears of Rent (. Ireland ) Act 1882 ( page 21). 

4. The balance of 297/. Is. Id., which has stood on foot of this account since 
31st March 1901, was in the hands of the Commissioners and included in their Land 
Account. As it appeared unlikely that any further claims would he made under the 
Act, I enquired why a transfer of the amount to the credit of the Church Fund should 
not be made. As a result the suggested transfer was made in October 1904, on the 
understanding that future claims, if any, should be met from the Fund.
